Receipt is acknowledged of the preliminary amendment filed 
March 27, 2002 and the disclosure statement filed August 20, 
2002, which have been entered in the file. 

This application does not contain an abstract of the 
disclosure as required by 37 CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a 
separate sheet is required. 

Claim 10 objected to because of the following 
informalities: the word ''and'' should be inserted between the 
last two formulae of the linking groups. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 
The claim (s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The specification does not describe what is meant by 
the terms ^'thio derivatives" and ''quaternized nitrogen 
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derivatives" or how they are prepared. The specification also 
does not define Q. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

Claims 10, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which .applicant regards as the invention. 

The variable Q is not defined in claim 10. The variables 
D, Z and Y are not defined above in claim 13. The variables D, 
Y and Ar are- not defined above in claim 14. 

Claims 15 to 20 provides for the use of a compound 
according to claim 1, but, since the claim does not set forth 
any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is 
indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, 
positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claims 15 to 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because 
the claimed recitation of a use, without setting forth any. steps 
involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a 
process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process 
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claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 
USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 
255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claims 1 to 9 and 21 to 30 are allowed. 

Claims 11 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The references made of record and not relied upon show the 
state of the art. The closest prior art is disclosed in Stamm 
(Chemical Abstracts, 60:39257, 1964). This reference discloses 
that vinyl sulfone reactive dyes react with glucose in alkaline 
solution to form dye glucosides. In the claimed process vinyl 
sulfone reactive dyes are reacted with a Y group where Y is 
derived from a hydrated aldehyde (e.g. glucose), hydrated 
ketone, hydrated alpha-hydroxy ketone or hydrated form of formic 
acid to form a hemiacetal on the terminal carbon of the SO2CH2CH2 
group .
